Septimius Severus gained the purple by sheer force of arms, and therefore he needed to 
take particular care to establish the legitimacy of his dynasty. One aspect of his conse- 
quent publicity campaign was the repeated portrayal of family members on the coins. On 
this reverse Severus is joined by his sons, and the trio advertise their military success by 
representing themselves in field attire saluting the troops. The bearded Severus and his 
older son and joint Augustus Caracalla both appear laureate, while Geta, who bore only 
the rank of Caesar before 209, remains bare-headed,. Although carefully individualized, 
the three are portrayed as a unified force on horses rearing in unison, Despite Severus’ 
careful dynastic plans, this facade of family unity did not long outlast his death.

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Carthage, the great adversary of Rome, began issuing gold coins in the early fourth century. The 
purity of the metal was gradually reduced, and by about 300 B.C., when the coins in this hoard 
were minted, the gold content was approximately 55-60 percent. The basic designs remained 
constant during this period. The obverse is taken by Tanit, the premier Carthaginian deity, here 
depicted wearing a wreath of corn ears, the attribute of Demeter and Kore, with whom Tanit 
was perhaps connected. The horse occupying the reverse was a constant element of Carthagi- 
nian numismatic design. It was a symbol of the war-god, Hadad-Ba‘al, as well as the sun-god and 
consort of Tanit, Ba’al Hammon. More importantly, perhaps, the horse is associated with the 
foundation legend of Carthage, according to which Tanit marked the site of the city for the 
Phoenician colonists by burying a horse’s head in the ground. The powerful and stern yet elegant 
style is typical of the finest Carthaginian coinage.

The study of Elymais is complicated by the paucity of literary evidence, for the only ancient 
allusion to the Parthian satrapy is a single mention by Lucian. The coins, therefore, are the most 
important historical source for this little-kKnown region. From the numismatic evidence we know 
that the kings at Elymais bore the dynastic name Kamnaskires in the same fashion that the Parthian 
rulers were all called Arsaces. The issuer of the coins in this hoard, known to modern scholars as 
Kamnaskires C, was one of the last kings of his dynasty, holding the throne about 106 A.D. The 
artistic style and the king’s attire both indicate strong Parthian influence. Perhaps loyalty to the 
Parthian royal house was not as strong as cultural influence, however, for closely following the 
reign of Kamnaskires C a revolution placed a new dynasty bearing Arsacid names on the Elymaic 
throne. We must conclude that Kamnaskires C and his family acted too independently, and the 
Parthian kings found it expedient to replace the native rulers with their own more dependable 
relatives.
